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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 44 and 46-49 are pending in this communication filed 8/10/09 entered as 
corrected Appeal Brief and 6/03/09 entered as Appeal Brief. An Appeal Conference was 
held on September 22, 2009 and a decision was made to allow the claims. 

Reopening Prosecution 

2. In view of the Appeals Conference Decision on 09/22/09, PROSECUTION IS 
HEREBY REOPENED as set forth here below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of the 
following two options: 

(1 ) file a reply under 37 CFR 1.111 (if this Office action is non-final) or a reply 
under 37 CFR 1 .1 1 3 (if this Office action is final); or, 

(2) request reinstatement of the appeal. 

If reinstatement of the appeal is requested, such request must be accompanied 
by a supplemental appeal brief, but no new amendments, affidavits (37 CFR 1.130, 
1.131 or 1.132) or other evidence are permitted. See 37 CFR 1.193(b)(2). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 44 and 46-49 are allowed. The prior art of record East teaches a method 
for receiving from a portable device carried by an ATM Customer a request to conduct 
an ATM transaction at the ATM but does not disclose executing the requested 
transaction authorization message from an authorization center of a financial institution. 
Lena Williams teaches an automated teller machine and telephone numbers but does 
not disclose a method for receiving from a portable device carried by an ATM Customer 
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a request to conduct an ATM transaction at the ATM but does not disclose executing 

the requested transaction authorization message from an authorization center of a 

financial institution. Peters teaches a self-service terminal an ( Automated Teller 

Machine (ATM) but does not disclose executing the requested transaction authorization 

message from an authorization center of a financial institution. 

For these reasons claims 44 and 47 are deemed to be allowable over the prior art of 

record, and claims 46, 48, and 49 are allowed by dependency.
